W hen savag e people first come in con­ 
tact w ith the whites, none of the w o n­ 
ders that they see is reg arded with more 
suspicion than larg e sheets of paper. 
The native is apt to reg ard paper as a 
sort of cloth, and the fact that it tears 
easily and is worthless for most of the 
purposes to which cloth is put convinces 
him that it is a fraud 
One or two Kong o travelers told of 
the disg ust with which 
th e natives *at 
first reg arded paper. 
The Kong o tribes, 
bv the wav, are on 
th e lookout for 
sharpers, and it is ex ceeding ly hard 
work for any body to sell them a had 
q uality of cutlery or cloth. 
Savag es 
soon find, however, that paper is not in­ 
tended to serve the purposes of cloth. 
Then they cease to look upon it as a 
fraud, hut they do not think it ranks 
hig h among white man s manufactures, 
and they have little use for it 
Some time ag o a well known ex plorer 
was traveling in the interior of Gueons 
land, Australia, where he met many 
natives who had never seen a w hite man 
before. 
One day a crowd of natives was in 
the white m a n’s camp carefully inspect 
ing the ex plorer and his bag g ag e when 
a newspaper happened to drop out of 
his pocket. 
The natives unfolded and spread it 
cut on the g round. They decided that if 
must he an article of w mriug apparel 
and one of them tried it on. 
He wrap 
ped it round his shoulders like a shawl 
and sat down 
011 the g round, arrang ing 
hiN covering this way and that and 
watching the faces of the crowd to see 
what they thoug ht of his eleg ant g a r ­ 
ment, covered as it was with m a ny 
thousands of curious marks. 
Presently , however, 1111 accident hap 
pened. While the savag e was rearrang 
ing his shawl and try ing to bring the 
corners tog ether in front of him the g ar 
meat beg an to fear at the nape of his 
neck, A howl from the < rowd called a t ­ 
tention to the disaster. The blanket, or 
whatever it was, was evidently made of 
the poorest, sort of material. 
The savag e took his covering off, e.x - 
amiued the mischief he had wroug ht, 
made the tear a little long er and then 
with his ling er poked a hole throug h 
the paper. 
That settled the fact that the article 
was worthless. The newspaper sudden­ 
ly lost all interest for the natives, who 
turned their attention to less destructi­ 
ble objects.— Pearson’s Weekly .

The American Whist leaaue challenge 
arcphy was recently wrcsttxi from the 
Philadelphia team by the Walbrook club 
four of Baltimore. 
Philadelphia, after 
winning the cup from Boston, had thrioo 
defended it. 
All their antagonists had 
been ‘ straight" number showing con­ 
servative hmg suiters. 
It was generally 
felt that the Philadelphians were supreme 
ly adept at that style of game, and that a 
different weapon—some departure from 
old fashioned routine methods—would lie 
necessary to defeat them. 
1 scarcely be- 
Ucved that the Walbrook team could do It. 
That the Walbrooks had a game of their 
own I knew, and that they were a very 
strong experienced, unified team I was 
well aware, but I doubted that either thej 
peculiarities of their style or their strength j 
as players would be sufficient to check the 
Philadelphians 
victorious career. 
Still, 
it was clear that the holders of the trophy 
would have to equal their finest efforts in 
order to retain the cup, and that evi n i»1 
Philadelphia the emblem of whist suprem 
acy was considered to he in danger 
On 
the other hand, complete 
confidence !n 
their game and in their ability to play ;t 
against the most skillful adversaries ex 
isted in the Baltimore camp, and by the 
result the Walbiooks' faith was quite jus 
tilled. 
In this article I have something to say 
about the Walbrook system ami similar in 
novations. 
But before going on to this 
subject 1 wish to draw attention to one or 
twoeireumstane.es of the Walbrook Phila 
delphia match. 
A glance at the score 
shows that it was of an unusually exciting 
character. 
By rounds, of eight deals each, 
the gains were as follows:

Thus Philadelphia was five tricks ahead 
after 1H deals, or one third of the match. 
On the third round Walbrook rallied and 
made the score a tie. On the fourth round 
Philadelphia again forged ahead, finishing 
two thirds of the match in the lead by 
three tricks. 
Then 
Walbrook made a 
wonderful spurt, gaining -ix tricks in the 
next eight, deals and putting thcinselvc' 
three tricks to the fort-. 
On this round 
and the last—where the Baltimoreans 
added four tricks to their advantage— 
Philadelphia seems to have weakened woe 
fully. 
On mi other ground- not even 
that of duplicate whist luek—can 1 ex 
plain the loss of 10 tricks in Hi deals by a 
champion lour. 
It must have been su 
perior team work, the ability to pull t«» 
gether, strong and true, to the hitter end 
that carried the day for the 
ch allen gers 
Some explanation of this fact may 
p er 
haps be found in Hit 
personnel of 
t i e 
teams. 
Walbrook bad the three .Smith 
brothers and Stillman, who have boon 
their team constantly for many months, 
while Philadelphia laid Work. Mogridge, 
W atson and Hill, who have played to 
gether far less than the other f no 
Work 
and .Mogridge have fought for years on 
the Hamilton club team, and Watson and 
Hill with the old Philadelphia Whist club 
four, but together the two pairs hacked 
the unity of the opposing forces. 
I can 
not help thinking that the result might 
have been different—that the wind up 
would not have been so Inglorious, any 
how —if the Philadelphians had pb-yod 
Balia d, the old Hamiltonian, in pla cot 
Watson or Hill. 
But to the Walbrook sys cm of play 
what is it? 
In a word, it is a trump 
showing system. They have discarded tin 
American loads, including the fourth best 
and use both high and low cards to in 
dicate strength or weakness in trumps 
With the high card, trump showing lends 
— king and jack for strength and are and 
queen for weakness—nearly all whist play­ 
ers are familiar 
To these, however, the 
Walbrooks have added a trump showing 
method of s nallcard play. They arepretty 
strict long s liters, so that a sm ill card led 
under their system, whateve* its size 
from a 10 down to a deuce -show ' the 
longest suit in hand. 
Now. it it is the 
lowest card of 
the suit, 1 
shows also 
weakness in trumps—that i-*, the lead de 
dares, “ Here is my best suit, but i have 
not accompanying strength sufficient to 
bring it in without help from partner.” 
If, on tin« other hand, the small card led 
is not the lowest of the suit, but the pe 
nultimate or antepenultimate, it. tells part 
ner, “ I have not only this suit, hut fotu 
or more trumps behind It, and I hope ti. 
bring it in .” 
Of course it is not always 
apparent on 
the first round of a suit 
whether or not the card led is the lowest, 
but experience has proved that t he truth 
is divulged early enough.
